MR. ELLEGOOD'S NOMINATION. 


He ls Unanimously Nominated On The 
Second Ballot By The Democratc 


Coagressional Convention At 
Ocean City Thursday. 


The Democratic Congressional Con 
vention for the first Congressional dis. 
trict of Maryland met at Ocean City 
Thursday at noon and nominated Hon. 
James F. Ellegood of Wicomico as the 
standard bearer. The nomination was 
made on the second ballot, and -was 
made unanimous, each candidate being 
withdrawn in favor of Wicomico's 
favorite son. 

The con vention will long be rememb 
ered as a very unusual one, owing to 
the number of candidates and the un- 
certainly of the result of ite work. On 
Wednesday evening no one could fore 
cast which of following names would 
lead the Democratic forces during com 
ing campaign: Ex. Gov. Jackson, Mr. 
James E. Ellegood, Mr. Joshua W. 
Miles, Gen. Jos. B. Seth, Mr P. B. Hop- 
per, Mr. John H. Kimball or Senator 
Wm. F. Applegarth. 

Most of the Wicomico delegation ar 
rived atthe beach on the late train 
Wednesday night and soon entered up 
on à vigorous fight for their choice. 
There is no mistaking the fact that 
they made a pretty fight from the very 
start. The conditions on the Eastern 
Shore were gone over and it was vigor 
ously urged by Wicomico's forces, 
Which were there in goodly numbers, 
that Mr. Ellegood was the logical can- 
didate and could lead the party to vic- 
tory. Early Thursday morning it was 
seen that Wicomico was carrying every 
thing before it and that the nomina- 
tion could be secured for either Ex Gov.

William Craig, a Secret Service de- 
tective who was riding in the carriage 
with the President, was instantly kill- 
ed while trying to save Mr. Roosevelt's 
life by warning the motorman to stop 
the car. David J. Pratt, driver of the 
carriage, had his shoulder dislocated 
and was bruised all over the bòdy. 

The other occupants of the carriage 
were George B. Cortelyou, secretary to 
the President, whose face and body 
were bruised; Gov. W. Murray Crane, 
of Massachusetts, and Representative 
George P. Lawrence, of the First Mass- 
achusetts district, who eeoaped with a 
slight shat ing up. 

Euclid Madden, motorman, and 
James Kelly, conductor of the car 
which ran into the President's carriage 
were arrested. When the President 
asked Madden why he was running the 
car insuch a manner, the motorman 
answered: 

“Because I had the right of way.” 

The President called for the conduc- 
tor of the car and said: 

“This is the most damnable outrage 
Lever knew,” 

Mr. Roosevelt was brave and refused 
assistance, asking that those who need 
ed help worse be looked after, He con- 
tinued his trip, though he made no set 
speeches, but briefly announced to the 
waiting crowds the accident that bad 
occurred. After a quick journey by 
rail through Western Massachusetts 
and Connecticut he arrived at Bridge- 
port, where he boarded the United 
States yacht Sylph and sailed to his 
home at Oyster Bay, Long Island. 

A Washington dispatch states that 
the President willbe asked to curtail 
the future trips he has planned. The 
view will be presented to him that he 
must be careful of his life for the sake 
of the nation, though personally he is 
avcrao to restrictions of this kind.

: Nome Worth the Reading, 
“Where are the books för girls? Adulte’ 
books there are and bdoks for boyd by 
the carload, says Frank Norris in the 
Critic, but where ia the book for the 
young girls? Boys books, tales of 
hunting, adventure and sport, abound. 
They are good books, too, snne, 
“healthy,” full of nue spirit and life. 
But the girl—wliat toes she read? The 
eeblest, thinnest, most colorless lucu- 
tions thut it is given to the mind of 
tnléguided man to conceive or to per- 
te, It must be this or else the 
ture of the adult, and surely the 
hovels written for mature minds, for 
men and women who hare some knowl- 
edge of the world and powers of dis- 
crimination, are not good reading in 
any sense of the word for a sixteen- 
year-old girl in the formative period of 

her life. 

But for all the great parade and prat- 
ing of emancipated women It neverthe- 
leas remalus a fact that the great ma- 
jority of twentieth century opinion ia 
virtually oriental in its conception’ of 
the young girl. The world today is a 
world for boys, men and wamen. Of 
all humans the young girl, the sixteen- 
year-old, is the least important, or at 
least is sọ deemed. Wanted—a cham- 
pion; wanted—the discoverer and poet 
of the very young girl. Unimportant 
she may now appear to you, who may 
yet call her by ber first name without 
fear and without reproach. But re 
member this, you who belleye only in 
a world of men and boys and women— 
“the very young girl of today Js the wo- 
man of tomorrow, the wiegt the day 
after and the mother of next week. 
Bhe only needs to put up her halr and 
let down her frocks to become a very 
Important person indeed. 

Meanwhile she has no literature; 
meanwhile, faute de mieux, she is try- 
ing to read Ouida and many other 
books Intended for maturer minds, or, 
worse than all, she Is enfeebiing her 
mind by the very thin gruel purveyed 
by the mild mannered gentlemen and 
ladies who write stories for girls. Here 
is a bad business; here is a feld that 
needs cultivation. All very well to 
tend and train the saplings, the oaks 
and the vines. The flowers—they have 
not bloomed yet—are to be thought 
about too. 


New England Dialect.

How It Affected a Model, the Artist 
and a Nobleman, 

A poor Bohemian gypsy girl of ro- 
markable beauty was employed by a 
German artist to slt for one of his 
“studies.” In his studio she saw an 
unfinished painting of the crucifixion 
and asked him who “that wicked man“ 
was and what he had done to deserve 
such a terrible punishment. 

The artist smiled at her ignorance 
lind told her that the man nailed to the 
cross was not wicked, but good above 
all good men in the World. 

From that time ter Interest In the 
story of the cross never censed. Sue 
was utterly nutaught; and it was by 
her questions—rathér grudgingly am 
swered by the painter, who had no 
real Christian sympathy—that she got 
her first knowledge of the Saviour of 
mankind. Noting her employer's lack 
of feeling, she sald to him one day: 

“I should think you would love bim 
if he died for you.” 

The remark fastened itself in the 
artist's mind. The death of Christ bad 
appealed to him as a pictorial tragedy. 
The divine life of Jesus bad never 
touched him, The ignorant Bobemlan 
girl had presented the subject to hin. 
in another way, and it would not let 
him rest till he sought religious coun- 
sel and ultimately became a servant 
and a worshiper of the Crucitied. 

Under the inspiration of a new love 
he finished the picture, and it was 
hung in the Dusseldorf gallery, with 
this inscription: “I did this for thee. 
What hast thou done for me?’ 
Some time afterward he met his 
former model there, weeping In front 
of the painting, This time he could 
speak to her as a Christian. 

“Master,” she said, “did be die for 
the poor Bohemians too?” 

“Yea.” 

And the Man of Galilee bad one dis- 
ciple more. 

A few months later, dying in a gypsy 
camp not far from the city, the xirl 
sent for the artist and thanked him. 

“I am going to him now.“ she sald. 
“I love bim and I know he loves me.” 

Years afterward a frivolous young 
nobleman looked on the same picture, 
and the study of it and the rebuking 
pathos of Its inscription so moved and 
influenced him that he consecrated 
himself to the service of God.

It can tench 
the ignorant, it can rebuke the immor- 
al, it can Inspire the devout and 
thoughtful, and it can preach the su- 
preme truth which St. Paul declared to 
be his only message and his lust en- 
thusiam.—Youth’s Companion. 


Crivelli’s Painting of Christ. 

Carlo Crivelll’s famous painting of 
Christ, entitled “Deposition From the 
Cross,” has been added to the picture 
galleries of the Museum of Five Arts, 
on Copley square, 

The painting was nished in 1485 
and was brought to the museum from 
a private collection of palutlugs In It- 
aly. 

Three-fourths of the cost of the paint- 
Ing was paid by a contributor who re 
fused to make his name known, wulle 
the museum paid the remainder of the 
cost. 

The painting is ou a wooden panel 
and represents the dead Christ, the 
Blessed Virgin, St. John and Mary 
Magdalene. At the bottom on the frame 
ia signed “Opus Carlo Crivelll, 1488.“ 

At the top of the picture ls a wreath 
of fruit.

gold, as is the dresa of Mary Magda- | 


leno and the halo of the dead Christ. 
Tho colors of the dresses are particu- 
larly bright. 
Behind the body of Christ is bung an 
elaborately decorated plece of embrold- 
ery.—Boston Post.

INGHAM’S DYE teb Are, 
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TALMAGE 
‘SERMON 


i By Rev. 
FRANK DE WITT TALMAGE, D.D., 


Pastor of Jefferson Park Preaby- 
torian Ohurch, Chicago 


Chicago, Aug. 31.—Sound advice in 
view of the uncertainty of life is given 
in this sermon by Rev. F. De Witt Tal 
mage on the text Isalah xxxvili, 1, 
“Set thine house in order, for thou 
shalt dle.“ 

1 am going to stay aboard this planet 
as long as I can. When the time comes 
for me to die, I believe sufficient grace 
will be given to me with which to die. 
But I have never felt less like dying 
than at the present time. My home 
was never so happy, my friends never 
more kind, my work never more ab- 
sorbing. Present earthly life is inex- 
pressibly sweet to me. I feel In refer- 
ence to it a great deal as did Christo- 
pher North, the physical and literary 
athlete, who, with his friends and chil- 
dren, used to race over the heather of 
old Scotland, his yellow curls a-flying 
in the winds, singing and shouting as 
he ran, because he was bubbling over 
with joy and animal spirits. I am in 
love with the world because I like the 
people who are in It. 

But, though earthly life may be a 
priceless boon to some people as well 
as to myself, yet there must come to 
all a time when we shall have to die, 
Perhaps, like Hezekiah of my text, 
Who besought God by prayer to in- 
crease his earthly day, we may be able 
to prolong our existence ten, fifteen or 
even twenty years by rigidly obeying 
the well tested physical laws of health. 
Dio Lewis, the great lecturer upon hy- 
giene, once declared that every normal 
healthy child born into the world 
ought to live to be at least 100 years 
old. He asserted that nearly all the 
members of the human race do not 
live out half thelr earthly life be- 
cause they do not eat the right kind of 
food, wear the proper clothing and 
take the proper amount of exercise, 

But though the longevity of the hu- 
man race might be increased to 100 or 
even 200 years, though the present gen- 
eration might be able to reach the two 
hundredth and fiftieth milestone which 
marks the highway of liftes journey 
instead ef only the twentieth or fif- 
tleth or seventieth mflestonc, yet for 
every man and woman there must 
come at lust au end to earthly exist- 
ence. The Bible distinctly and em- 
phatically states tt. All history proves 
it. Though Dio Lewis himself rigidly 
practiced the laws of health which his 
keen and far reaching lutellcet framed; 
though he enly ate just enough food to 
replenish the amount of waste tissue; 
though he wore the proper clothing 
and dally took the proper amount of 
physical exercise, yet Dio Lewis him- 
self had to die. So the same words 
of warning which the propbet Isaiah 
brought to the sick ruler in the ancient 
Jerusalem palace 1 bring to you, They 
are just as pertinent for the present 
generation as they were to the Hebrew 
king who lived nearly 3,000 years aga 

The First Siepe Necessary. 

In anticipating bis earthly démise a 
common sense man should lu the ftizst 
place set bis temporal bouse in order. 
That means he should, if necessary, 
get bis life insured. He should make 
out his Inst will and testament He 
should appoint the executors of his. es- 
tate, and the future guardian of his 
children. He should explain the de- 
tails of his business and invest his 
moneys in such a manner as that his 
executors can easily carry out his 
plans, He should train up bis ohil 
dren or his lieutenants so. that they 
may carry on bis work aften he is 
dead. He should, it desirable, buy 
his family plot and make all arrange- 
ments for the last resting place of him» 
self and his loved ones. We have com 
tempt for the man who bas so little 
iiterest in the temporal welfare of 
bis wife and children that he will net 
Make a last will and testament. 

“But, Mr. Talmage,” answers some 
one, “I would do as you say, but I am 
very superstitious about this mattes of 
making a will I intend te make a: will 
and fix up my temporal affairs when 8 
feel that my life is @sawing to an 
earthly close, but not mow. D bave ab 
ways superstitiously, Set mat when a 
man makes his last wilh and testament 
he will certainly dis- Before the year ls 
out. Therefore li want to postpone 
making my will among as possible.” 

Although I am, eemparatively speak- 
ing, à young mam yet D have had s 
great deal of experience iù sickrooms 
and by deathbe and, my brother, I 
Want to warn pow: as a fiend that i: 
all probability when you come to dle 
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Four fist wili and testament, but 5 
ought to make your last will and tèsta- 
ment in reference to your tem l af- 
faira betause your death la inevitable 
“Set thing house in order.” 

A Question Answered, 

“But, Mr. Talmage,” says some oth- 
ër, “what is the good of making a last 
will and testament? I baye nothing to 
leave except the few clothes in my 
wardrobe, and there are not many of 
them, Iam a clerk on a comparative- 
ly small salary, I live up to the last 
cent of my income, and I cannot af- 
ford to insure my life for the benefit 
of my children.” 

My brother, that is a very brave and 
frank statement to make. You say it 
is useless for you to make a last will 
and testament because you have noth- 
ing to leave and you cannot afford to 
even get your life Insured. If you, a 
great, big, strong man, are having 
such a hard time to make a living, 
what will your physically weak wife 
do with a big brood of little ones strap- 
ped upon her back when you are dead? 
If it is so hard for you to swim In the 
current of life and keep your head 
above the waters, how will she, a poor 
widow, be able to do it when your 
strong arm is gone? Will the world be 
kinder to her than it is to you? Has 
the cruel world ever been any gentler 
or extended a more helpful hand to a 
wife and mother who Is left a poverty 
stricken widow than it has for you? 

Mark you, for what most men fool- 

ishly squander every year, for the 
money they spend for cigars and lux- 
uries, for theater tickets, fishing ex- 
cursions and baseball games, clubs 
and parties, they could get their lives 
insured for enough, and more than 
enough, to support and educate their 
children long after they are dead. Fur- 
thermore, my brother, if you are not 
willing to economize In your selfish in- 
dulgences for the physical maintenance 
and mental development of your chil- 
dren by insuring your life, then your 
professed love for your wife and chil- 
dren is a mere insincere profession of 
the lips and not of the heart. “Set 
thine house in order.” 
But,“ I hear some one saying, “the 
temporal aspects of this text do not 
affect me at all. I do not have to get 
my life insured. I am not poor. I am 
one of the wealthiest merchants of this 
city. I am building up a fortune, 
which is growing larger every day. If 
my wife or children wish to buy any- 
thing, all that they have to do is to go 
down to the city stores and charge the 
same to me. I pay for all thelr lux- 
uries without a murmur. Besides that, 
I have made a last will and testament 
and left them everything.” 

Yes; your statement may be all true. 
But, my successful merchant friend, 
have you literally set your temporal 
house in order? Have you taken your 
wife into your business confidence so 
that she knows your plans and ideas? 
Have you ever made her your business 
confidant so that she would be able to 
take care of the money and the busi- 
ness after you are dead? Have you 
taught her the difference between the 
stability of a government bond and a 
Wall street speculation in stocks? 
Have you ever taught her the neces- 
sity of taking a receipt? Why, the wife 
and the mother of your children may 
be as helpless as a little child fn refer- 
ence to business matters after you are 
dead. She might be so belpleas that 
the executors could swindle her out of 
her money as easily as yeu could cheat 
in business a five-year-old lad. Leave 
your wife sense as well as cents; leave 
her brains as well os bonds. Set 
thine house in order.” 

Make Wise Provisions. 

One of the denrest friends of our 
family some years ago was left a 
widow with $300,000. Her executor 
persuaded her to Invest the same in 
railroad stocks so that she might baye 
a million dollars. She went into Wall 
street and speculated. Today she is 
absolutely penniless. Make no such 
mistake in reference to your Wife as 
that husband made in reference to his 
wife, who was our family friend. The 
old proverb trenchantly -teaches that 
“any fool can make money, but it takes 
u very wise man to keep it.“ When 
you set your temporal house in order, 
ee that your loved ones will be able 
to care for the money whieh you will 
dequenth them. See that the money 
which you will lea ve will not be able 
to slip through their fingers as water 
can run through a sieve. 

But my text has a wider scope than 
the mere üxing up of the temporal 
house. In anticipating his earthly de- 
mise a common sense man should set 
his spiritual as well as his temporal 
house in order, He should prepare for 
his own eternal journey over the river 
of death, besides looking after the tem- 
poral interests of the members of the 
bousehold he is going to leave behind.

WHOLESALE RESTAURANTS. 


Plaves Where Small Eating Houses 
Cooked Food. 

If it were asserted without any ex- 
planation that there were restaurants 
in New York which cooked large quan- 
tities of food day and night and yet 
which never sold a mouthful to a per- 
pon within their doors, it would cer- 
tainly tirouse doubt or ridicule. Yet 
such is the fact. There are more than 
forty establishments of this clasa in 

ew York. Their customers are not 

ungry men, but restaurants, eating 
ths, Oyster stands and free lunch 
counters. There was a time when ev- 
ery place of this sort owned and used 
its own kitchen, but the Increase of 
rents, the decrease in the size of store 
property and the greater economy ne- 
céssitated by keen competition ha ve 
brought the wholesale restaurant into 
existence and made it a financial suċ- 
cess. 

Most of these affairs are on the east 
side and are managed by Germans, 
Hebrews, Swiss and English, their 
numbers being in the order named. 
They supply roast beef, lamb, veal, 
mutton, corn beef and pork, pot roasts, 
baked and boiled fish, fried oysters, 
clams, scallops, cels, fishballs and soft 
shell crabs, boiled potatoes, cabbage, 
turnips and beets, 

A few supply á larger bill of fare, 
but the demand for their goods is com- 
paratively limited. They purchase 
good, wholesome material, employ ex- 
cellent cooks, own efficient delivery 
wagons and run affairs upon a good 
business basis. 

When you pass an oyster stand and 
see nicely fried oysters and soft shell 
crabs neatly piled upon a platter and 
decorated with little sprigs of parsley, 
twice out of three times you look at 
the wares of these establishments. The 
tiny restaurants in the business dis- 
tricts, and especially those which cater 
to clerks and workingmen, depend al- 
most entirely upon the wholesale res- 
taurants for their food. Oddly enough 
they can sell their cooked food to the 
retail restaurants for less than what 
the latter would pay for the raw ma- 
terials. This comes from buying 
wholesale in very large quantities, in 
cooking on a large scale and in utiliz- 
ing all the waste products.—New York 
Post. 


Raise Your Salary, 

Most men who work for a salary 
cherish the belief that they are not 
getting enough pay to fit either their 
needs or their deserts. They delight in 
Whispering confidentially over their 
cigars and whisky that thelr employ- 
ers are becoming rich while the real 
brains of the business, the real money 
making power in the house, is none 
other than their humble selves, poor 
ala ves that they are, tolling for others 
gain. As the pile of cigar ashes grows 
and the contents of the bottle lessen 
these oppressed beings become pathet- 
ic In thelr complaloings. They tell of 
their employers riding about in swift, 
luxurious automobiles while the un- 
known underlings—to wit, themselves— 
struggle along on a pittance, dodging 
bill collectors, pinched by poverty, un- 
honored and unsung.

The Story of a Telescope. 

Professor Turner declares that the 
erection of the observatory on Mount 
Hamilton sent up the value of Innd in 
that region considerably.

The Soul's AMliction. 

How terrible are these diseases that 
physicians confess themselves unable 
to cure! How startling, then, is the 
divine statement that the soul may be 
afflicted with such a disease similarly 
beyond human medicament. Bin is a 
leprosy. Sin is the cancer of the soul 
gnawing at its vitals. Sin is the fore 
runner of eternal death. There are 
men today within the sound of my 
voice who In thelr own strength havo 
been fighting sin for the last twenty 
or thirty years. But as you grow 
weaker the power of your ain is grow- 
ing stronger. God have pity upon you, 
for you are a doomed leper. You aro 
doomed by leprous sin, 

But though from our standpoint lep- 
rosy is incurable, yet the leprous scales 
were cleansed by a divine power. 
Therefore it is to Christ and to Christ 
alone that we must look for the cure

physical lepers by a word. 
ten lepers came to the Saviour plead- 
ing for help, Christ turned and said: 
“Go show yourselves unto the priests. 
And it came to pass as they went they 
were clennsed.” Naaman, the great 
captain, was helpless in the hands of 
his human physicians, On account of 
his wealth and fame Naaman—like 
General Grant, afflicted with cancer— 
must have had the best doctora the 
royal court of Damascus could sum- 
mon; but when Naaman, obedient to 
the divine command through Elisha. 
went and dipped seven times in the 
river Jordan his flesh became like the 
flesh of a little child. O my brother 
and sister, you who aro cursed with 
leprous sin, will you not.come to the 
divine fountain? Will you not bathe 
in Christ's blood? Will you not today 
by the Calvary cross seek supernatural 
medicament? 

Leprosy may take a very long time 
In which to fatally develop, although 
such is not always tho way the dis- 
ease progresses. Sometimes the scourge 
in a few months may change a beaut- 
ful body into a hideous corpse, but the 
quick result is the exception and not 
the rule. At this first touch of lep- 
rosy usually there may only be a bard- 
nesa, or ruthor a pumbnesa, of the 
skin In a spot about the size of a ten 
cent plece. The sklu at thut one place 
merely turns os white as snow. If 
you know nothing about the disease, 
you may not worry about it You 
may, for a long time, be Indifferent to 
the numbness. Then, some day when 
you nre in a physician's office seeking 
advice for some other cause, you may 
turn to the doctor and say: “By the 
way, doctor, | bave a very peculiar 
something the matter with my hand. 
It does not burt ae, but it la numb in 
one place.” Then the physician with 
a grave facto will look at your band. 
Then he will take a pin out of the 
lapel of his coat and prick that spot 
Then be will turn and say: “You are a 
leper! You are already doomed, al- 
though death may be many years 
away.” 

The Fatal White Mark. 

When going through one of the beper 
hospitals of Calcutta, | saw standing 
in one of the wards a beautiful faxen 
haired baby boy. He was only about 
six or seven years of aga Ho. was 
ono of the bealthlest looking and pret- 
tlest children ! ever saw. Ilo was the 
son of an Engilish soldier. He was 
such n lovely boy, and while his great 
big eyes were looking at me bo was 
standing there with bie thamb in his 
mouth sucking it as some of us per 
haps have sucked our thumbs when 
we were children. 1 turned and sald 
to the lovely boy, “Why are you bere?” 
“Got the disense.” do answered. 
“Where?’ sald | as the great tears bo- 
gan to rain down my checks The lad 
raised one of his pretty bare legs 
Then, pointing to the ball of bis foot, 
he sald, “There Kt ia” As I looked 1 
could hardly keep back my sobs. I 
saw in the ball of his foot the fatal 
white mark. It was like a beautiful 
snowflake, The child wae doomed. 
He was a leper! 

But, though leprosy may come In a 
seemingly harmless way, the disenso 
for four, five, ten, even fifteen years 
will keep on steadily spreading. it will 
spread until the Angers fall off from tho 
banda and the toes from the foet. It will 
keep on spreading uutil the akin dwats 
nud cracks and the bar falls out. 80 
leprous sin. coming In a seemingly 
harmless way, will keep on spreading 
until it makes the face hideous, the 
body deformed. It may keep on spread- 
ing for years until at last the fatal 
leprous sin will destroy the body as 
well na the soul. : 

It la related that a young English 
urtist, desiring to paint the 
"Innoecence,” used as a model t 
of n lovely iittle child. The 
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to enn the companion picture “Deprav- 
ity.” He wandered up and down the 
London slums until at last be found a 
hideous looking mortal, a man who 
secmed to be a monster without a soul, 
After the artist bad used this hideou 
model and finished his companion ple- 
ture he found, to his astonishment, 
that the two models were the same. 
The model of Depravity“ was the 
once beautiful child, who had become 
depraved by the fatal disease of lep- 
tous ain, which had wrought the hor- 
rible transformation in face and fg- 
ure, In body and soul. So, my broth- 
er, though this disease of leprous sin 
may take many years to develop, yet 
it will surely permente the mind and 
soul until both perish in horrible and 
loathsome corruption. 

Leprosy ia an Infections disease. It 
is infectious as the scarlet fever germ 
fa infectious. It is spread throughout a 
community only by the leprous germ 
of one physical body being brought in- 
to contact with another physical body 
when the latter is in a condition fa vor- 
able for the development of that lep- 
rous germ. Thus in the lazar house 
established in New Brunswick, Can- 
ada, in 1865, it was found by investi- 
gation that every one of the ninety 
patients confined within that leprous 
hospital had contracted the disease of 
leprosy within a radius of seventy 
miles from the point where the first 
case of Canadian leprosy was discov- 
ered. Convinced of its infectious char- 
acter, Dr. Emerson, who was for many 
years in the employ of the Hawallan 
government, gave as his testimony that 
it is utterly useless to fight the leprous 
disease In any other way than by iso- 
lation. ‘ 

The Terrors of Leprosy. 

To isolate the lepers of the Hawallan 
Islanda, Molokai, the leper reservation 
for the islands of the Pacific, was es- 
tablished. In the Holy Land the Jews 
and gentiics alike drive their own lep- 
rous kith and kin from their sides into 
isolation. They exclude them from the 
cities and the towns. As you travel 
through the enst those lepers, some 
with their arms and teeth gone, some 
on crutches, some sightless, some with 
cracked and bleeding lips, come down 
the mountain side and in hoarse, pip- 
ing voices beg for food and money, It 
seems to be a very heartless method 
thus to isolate the lepers, but the ori- 
entals say, “Better that a few men and 
women starve and die, better that a 
few infectious lepers be exiled from 
civilization, than that a whole commu- 
nity sicken and be destroyed.” 

The poet uns well described the iso- 
lation of the Infectious lepers in the 
east lest the rest of the community 
might be stricken: 

“Room for the leper, room,” and as he 
came 

The cry passed on, “Room for the leper, 
vidin” 

And he went forth alone, not one of all 

The many whom he loved nor she whose 
name 

Was woven in the Obers of his heart to 
come ari] apeak 

Comfort unto him. 
his way 

Bick and heartbroken and alone to die. 

For God had cursed the leper. 

As the disease of leprosy is fatally 
infectious, so are the leprous germs of 
ain. The evil which ts within us Is 
very apt to become the evil which 
shall dwell within others. The wrongs 
we do aguinst our own scives are 
truly apt to become the sins which 
others shall do unto themselves also, 
and as this infection implies that to 
scatter the germs of sin we must come 
In contact with others Is it not a star- 
tling reflection that the people whom 
we are most liable to destroy by our 
sins are those who may be nenrest and 
dearest to us? It will be the mother, 
herself stricken with the leprosy of 
ain, who will destroy her own daugh- 
ter; the father his own son, the broth- 
er his own brother, the wife her sis- 
ter, Kindred ties and companionship 
will only serve to facilitate the trans- 
mission of the deadly infection. There- 
fore should we not feel as did Robert 
E. Lee when be waa one winter morn- 
ing walking over the snows of Arling- 
ton? As he looked back he saw his 
ten-year-old boy trying to stretch his 
legs to step in bis father's trucks. 
Then sald the greatest man the south 
has produced for many a year, “If my 
boy Is going to try to walk lu the path 
I am walking in, I must be very care- 
ful that I always walk In the path of 
purity and truth and honor and right.” 
If our dear ones, those closest to us Iu 
life, are those most in danger of infec- 
tion from our spiritual leprosy, there 
is anotber reason why, for thelr sakes 
if not for our own, wo should seek the 
divine gerinicide, to have the cleansing 
which Naaman, the leper, received 
when, at God's command, be dipped 
seven times lu the river Jordan and 
his flesh became like ‘unto that of a 
little child. 

The Infection of Sin. 

May none of us ever experience the 
remorse a broken hearted father felt 
many years ngo. Te was bending over 
the bleeding body of his only son, who 
bad Just been brought home tn a dying 
condition from a drunken cnrousal. 
“Oh, my child!" he cried. “Why did 
you do this? Why bave you broken 
your mother’s and father’s bearts?’ 
The dying boy cruelly looked up into 
the face of his weeping parent and 
answered: “Why, father. what are you 
crying for? I am dylug us the result of 
your sins as well as mine. You first 
taught me to drink at your own table. 
You are na much to blame as 1.“ Yea, 
the tufectious results of our own lep- 
rous sivas are evidenced in the temporal 
and eternal destruction of those who 
ought to be pearést and dearest to our 
affectionate bearts. 

Leprosy ia to be found in the homes 
of the rich and the poor alike; in the 

lace and in the hovel; at the king’s 
net table, aa wel) as in the beg- 
gare’ gutter, For many years the world

supposed that leprosy was able to 


as lu the stifling air of the dark hovel 
of a criminals’ retreat. By handling the 
coin which is publicly used in India a 
traveler may become Infected With lep- 
rosy, some leper having handled the 
same coin. By simply touching a rock 
at the foot of which a lepreus beggar 
had crouched a prince, arrayed in all 
the brilliant robes of royalty, may be- 
come a leper. 

A few years ago the most Influential 
man of the king’s court In the Sand- 
wich Islands was supposed to be an 
eccentric Individual because be always 
wore a e upon his left hand, but 
one day Tht courtier was compelled to 
take off his kid glove, and he was 
found to be a leper. 

The Indifference of the Rich. 

The last people on earth to believe 
that they can be destroyed by the lep- 
rous germs of sin are the rich, the af- 
fluent and the honored. It ls easy 
enough to persuade the poor outcast, 
despised for ber sins by the whole 
human race, that she needs Christ. It 
is easy enough to persuade the poor 
drunkard, writhing in the fatal clasp 
of delirium, that be needs supernatural 
aid; but, oh, It is hard to persuade the 
rich man, the honored, the respectable 
man, to feel that the leprous germs of 
sin may be imbedded in his own flesh. 

Affluence and worldly honor some 
times seom to make men Indifferent to 
all that te vital for time and eternity. 
They are ‘blinded to their sins and 
scoff at the warning that thelr own 
fate may yet be that of the multitudes 
who, In the palaces of the rich and the 
great, hu ve perished from the same in- 
difference. 

Reckless and indifferent was the atti- 
tude of the people of London during 
the great plague about two centuries 
ago. Ainsworth, the historian, tells us 
that during those harrowing and grew- 
some months the London stores were 
nearly all closed, The doors of the pri- 
vate bomes were nearly all barred and 
bolted save when they were opened at 
the approach of the bell ringer who 
was seated upon a pile of stenchful 
corpses because he was out driving the 
dead cart and collecting the different 
bodies of the dead. Yet at that time in 
London there were men and women 
who whistled and laughed and danced 
and sang nand blaspbemed under the 
very shadow of these horrors. 

But, though the leprosy of the soul, 
like the leprosy of the flesh, be a dis- 
ease beyond the reach of the human 
soul, | would again draw your atten- 
tion to the fact that it ylelds to the 
touch of the Divine Physician, as the 
affliction of Naaman yielded at the Jor- 
dan waters. And there are especially 
two or three incidents about the phys- 
ical cure of Naaman with which 1 
would drive this truth bome and lead 
you to the fountain of life. The first 
was that be was induced to travel 
from Damascus to the bome of the 
Prophet Elisha through the Influence 
of a littl captive Jewish maiden who 
was a slave of Naaman's wife, I can 
Imagine the little Jewish alu ve lying 
awake upon ber humble couch as night 
after night she hears the great Syrian 
general trumping up and down in his 
palace rooms. Sbe bears him groan 
when be Ix awnke, Sue bears bim 
moan lu his sleep because be Is a bope 
lees leper. She hears bim toss restiessly 
about upon his bed. Sbe bears him 
the more readily becnuse she is sleep- 
lug in u nearby room, at the foot of 
Naaman's wife's bed, or In an adjacent 
room to ber mistress, Then she hears 
the general and his wife talking of the 
cause of Nnnman's trouble. 80 one 
day she tiinidly pulls at ber mistress’ 
skirts nnd says: “Mistress, why do you 
not have master seck the prophet of 
Israel? lle would cure him of his 
leprosy!" Then the horses were hiteh- 
ed to the chariots. Then the journey 
was taken to the faroff prophet's 
home.

ELEPHANT EARS. 

Tanya, the Big Leaf Laws Piast, Is 

Used as a Food. 

A plant that has recelved very little 
attention as a source of food in this 
country is the caladium, or elephant 
ear, Colocasia antiquorum, though it Is 
not uncommonly grown for this pur- 
pose in some of the southern states, 
and it may surprise some readers who 
know it only as an effective ornament 
of their lawns to hear of it as an ar 
ticle of food, 
It is found oftenest in the const re- 
gion of South Carolina, Georgia and 
Florida, where it is known as “tanya,” 
ü local name, probably derived from 
“tannier,” the West Indian name of a 
similar plant. In other countries, espe- 
cially in the -tropics, this plant fur- 
nishes food for many thousands of 
people. It is a very important food 
plant in Japan. The negroes of the 
Gold Coast in Africa have it under the 
name of eddoes.“ It is common In the 
West Indies. It is the “taro” of the 
Sandwich Islands, where it is univer- 
sally used as food, and from it pol“ 
is made by pounding the roots In water 
till they are reduced to dough, which 
is then allowed to ferment three or 
four days before eating. 

In this country the tanya is cultivat- 
ed to best advantage in rather moist, 
rich locations, and it requires a long 
senson to bring it to maturity. 
planted in rows, the plants two to 
three feet apart, and cultivated Uke 
other crops. It forms a large, tuberous 
root, with numerous smaller tubers 
clustered closely about it. These small- 
er tubers are used for the planting of 
the next crop. 

To make them properly edible the 
roots require thorough cooking and 
must be boiled for an hour, after which 
the fibrous outer coat is stripped off 
and the rest served in much the same 
way as we do potatoes. One who cats 
tanya for the first time is not likely to 
be favorably impressed, but on second 
trial usually likes it better, though it 
is unlikely that this dish can ever com- 
pete with the sweet potato for the 
favor of the Ameriean palate. 

* Botanically it Is related to the Indian 
turnip of our woods and to the culti- 
vated calla lily. 
plant is not made apparent by tasting 
the fresh leaves or the uncooked root, 
but its relationship to the Indian tur- 
nip is easily recognized from the pun- 
gent, acrid taste.

It is evident, from events that appear

But he declined the nomi- 
nation because he learned that many 
of his constituents arein favor of re- 
ducing the tariff as a means of fighting 
the trusts, while he is opposed to any 
interference with the tariff whatever. 

It Speaker Henderson was an ordi- 
mary member of the House of Repre- 
sentatives, this action on his part would 
he regarded as merely significant—as 
a “straw indicating the direction of 
the wind.” But the fact that he is one 
of the leading members and the pre- 
siding officer indicates that the wind 
ts fast assuming the proportions and 
velocity of a tempest. When the 
Bpeaker of the House of Representa- 
tives voluntarily retires from Congress 
because he finds that he and his con- 
stituents are not in accord upon a vital 
matter of party policy, itindicates that 
either the member is wrong, or that 
his constituents are wrong. And the 
reagonabie assumption from this inci- 
dent will be that Speaker Henderson is 
wrong, and not his constituents. But 
his constituents are an important ele- 
ment of the Republican party, and the 
fact that they are not in accord with 
their distinguished Representative 
shows plainly how far the tariff wedge 
has entered into the body of the Re- 
publican party, and how it promises to 
rend itin twain. 

The Republican party has long been 
the party of the protective tariff, but 
the iniqaities of the protective tariff 
system have become so great, and the 
impositions upon the people through 
it so outrageous, that no political party 
that endorses and sustains this system 
can appeal with confidence to popular 
support. The dilemma that confronts 
Speaker Henderson will confront other 
Congressmen, but many ofthem will 
not be inclined to follow his example. 
Then will come the open split in the 
Republican party over the tariff.—

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TALMAGE 
SERMON 


Pastor of Jofferson Park 
wins Chum Gua 
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Chicago, Sept. 14.—Friendly counsel 
to both parties in the unhappy labor 
struggle In the mining regions Is of- 
fered by Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage 
in this sermon on the text Luke x, 27, 
“Thou shalt love thy neighbor as thy- 
sir.” ' 

A startling telegram was lying upon 
my desk as I sat down to write this 
sermon. It was direct information, 
sent to one of the Chicago newspapers, 
and it read: “Fifty thousand employees 
of Pittsburg's mills and factories face 
loss of work through a famine In fuel 
as a result of the prolonged miners’ 
strike, Coal and coke stacks are near- 
ly exhausted. It is asserted that some 
of the largest plants will be forced to 
close in a few days.“ 

Terrible is the suffering which is be- 
ing caused In the little towns and vib 
lages where the Pennsylvania miners 
live. A lady who just left the village 
of Shickshinny, which ls situated in 
the heart of the coal region, told me 
that there the men and the women 
and the children were practically starv- 
ing. Even the dogs, gaunt and hag- 
gard, were running through the streets 
like famished wolves. More serious to 
the national welfare Is it to think that 
hundreds of thousands and even mil- 
lions of men, women and children all 
over the east are being Indirectly af- 
fected on account of this miners’ strike 
in addition to those who directly earn 
their dally wages in the mines. 

But the social disturbances attending 
the Pennsylvania strike of 1902 are no 
worse than the Pullman strike of 1894, 
when the troops had to be ordered out 
and the fire bells ceased ringing lest 
they should summon together a crewd 
of starving men and women. Then 
President Cleveland sent the United 
States troops to clear the tracks for 
the mails, and the Gatling guns were 
unlimbered and made ready to “shoot 
to kill.” The present disturbance is 
no worse than the famous Homestead 
strike of 1802, when the Pinkerton men 
guarded the works night and day and 
when H. C. Frick, the superintendent, 
was nearly murdered, and the strike 
of this year and those of 1804 and 1802 
are as mere bagatelles compared to 
the awful railroad strike of 1878, when 
every great city—north, east and west 
—was terrorized and when human 
blood was being dally shed. 

Capital and Labor. 

The troubles between capital and la- 
bor on account of the strike are no 
worse here than in foreign lands. 
John Burns, the labor leader and a 
member of the present British parita- 
ment, told me that during the famous 
London dock strikesof a few years ago 
the men under his leadership were so 
pressed by hunger that at times they 
became almost uncontrollable. It was 
only by the most level headed leader- 
ship that anarchy and riot were avert- 
ed, One day he saw a large crowd of 
strikers assembled together. There 
were murmurings and curses uttered 
upon every side. He heard an anarch- 
ist in a nearby wagon pleading with 
the strikers to end their hunger by the 
torch and the murderer’s weapon. Then 
John Burns, the labor leader, cried out 
iu a loud folce: “Stand back, men! 
Stand back and let me pass!" The 
men stood back. John Burns passed 
through the opened Hnes until he came 
to the wagon and climbed up. Then 
he turned and said: “Men, you know I 
am your friend. You know my wife 
and children and myself are suffering 
hardship, just as you are. But, men, 
if you will hold out a little longer in 
this strike you will surely win—not, 
bowever, in the way my anarchiatic 
friend wants you to hold out. He says 
for you to use the anarchist’s torch 
and the murderer's dagger; he says to 
use that means which will surely tie 
the hangman's noose about your neck 
and turno the artilleryman’s guns upon 
your homes. Is he willing to do what 
he wants us to do?” With that John 

Burns took a daily newspaper out of 
his pocket, twisted it up as a tofch, 
struck a match and lighted it. Then 
he turned to the anarchist and said, 
“Now, friend, take that torch and burn 
Yonder building it you dare.” The 
man’s face became as white as death. 
“Then,” sald John Burns, 1 lifted my 
fist and knocked him down as a butch- 
er might fell an ox. With my foot I 
thrust him out of that wagon as though 
he were a mad dog, frothing at the 
mouth, trying to bite my heel.“ 

Strikes among the bricklayers, strikes 
among the freight men, strikes among 
the bullders, strikes among the sewing 
girls, strikes up and down this land in 
every direction. Strikes in times of 
Onancial prosperity, Strikes in times 
of panic. What are the causes of all 
these strikes? The object of this ser- 
mon is to try to adduce some reasons 
for the labor agitationa, present and 
past, and to show capital and labor 
that each bas selfishly erred and sin- 
ned. My object is also to show that if 
the employers, as well as the employees, 
would equally live by the Golden Rule 
and love their neighbors as themselves 
an era of national as well as individ 
val prosperity, both financial and spir- 
itual, would result such as the world 

bas never seen, 
Changed Social Conditions, 

Capital has sinued and helped to 
cause the present social agitation bo- 
cause it bas ceased to make the la- 
ee interest its own interest. The 
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Buch close touch that the owners look- 
ed upon each other as brothers and 
members of a large family, in which 
the employer was the elder brother, or 
head of the house. 

Employer and employee in olden 
times used to live together in a com- 
munity in the same confidential rela- 
tionship that Andrew Jackson held to- 
ward the people of his plantation. One 
night at evening prayers the wife of 
his overseer happened to enter the 
room. Mrs, Jackson beckoned to her 
to come and sit by her side. An im- 
portant national official, visiting there 
at the time, turned to one of the friends 
and asked, “Does Mrs. Jackson treat 
all ber employees as courteously as 
that?’ “Yes,” answered the friend, 
“and if Mrs. Jackson had not done as 
she did the general would have arisen 
and given to the woman his own 
chair.” 

But though the relations in olden 
times between the employer and the 
employee may have been very friendly 
and fraternal, I do not believe that the 
heart of the capitalist today is natu- 
rally any less kind and loving and 
helpful than that of his predecessor.. I 
believe that most of the trouble be- 
tween the employer and the employee 
is directly attributable not, as many 
suppose, to the capitalist’s hardness of 
heart, but to the infinite misfortune 
that now the employer rarely if ever 
comes in direct touch with his em- 
ployee, 

By the time the capitalist’s money, 
which he gives for labor, reaches the 
employee the money as well as all the 
sweets that ought naturally to come 
as a result of that labor is scattered 
right and left. The superintendent 
who can run the mill or foundry at 
the lowest cost gets the biggest salary. 
The big officers of the trusts get their 
millions, The little men, who do the 
hard work, receive pittances which are 
hardly enough to allow them to eke out 
a bare physical existence. The capital- 
ist ought to see that the money he pays 
for labor reaches the men who work 
and that it is not lost on the way to 
thelr pockets. 

Prosperity Must Be Shared. 

Men and women of the capitalistic 
class, these labor agitations and trou- 
bles will never be settled until you are 
willing to share your prosperity with 
those who are working for you sọ 
faithfully to make a living. The labor 
troubles will never be settled until a 
man willing to work can earn enough 
money not only to care for his chil- 
dren while he is alive, but to fit them 
for becoming self supporting after be 
is dend. - 

Hunger lə demoralizing; it is mad- 
dening when it is witnessed driving its 
fangs into those a man loves. Howso- 
ever honest a man may be, his princi- 
ples are In danger of failing if his wife 
and children through no fault of his 
are starving. I heard of one case that 
must be typical of the impulses of 
many who are controlling them with 
difficulty, It occurred a few years 
ago, when the siliyer mines of the west 
were closed down. A man walked in- 
to the village store and drew a pistol. 
Then he flung a bag of flour across hie 
shoulder as he pointed his revolver at 
the men, saying: “When I could fnd 
work, I was always willing to work, 
and then I pald my bills. But now I 
cannot und work, and my babies are 
starving. I am goling to get them 
Something to eat. I am golng to take 
this four home. If any man tries to 
stop me, I will put a hole through his 
heart.” That may be anarchy, but 
that will be the anarchy this country 
will have to face if the time ever 
comes when the laboring classes can- 
mot earn enough to buy their dally 
bread. The world does not owe a lazy, 
good for nothing loafer any lodgings 
better than the poorhouse or the coun- 
ty jall when he is alive or any burial 
place better than a grave in the pot- 
ter’s feld when he is dead, but the 
World does owe every bonest, faithful 
man who is willing to work the op- 
portunity to work, and, furthermore, 
capital does owe this to its employees 
when the good times come and capt 
tal prospers then wages should be in- 
creased and labor should prosper also, 

“Now,” answers some capitalist, 
“you are advocating a lot of high 
sounding nonsense, You are practical- 
ly saying that every capitalist should 
become a philanthropist. He should 
turn hie business into a co-operative 
concern and let his employees share as 
much as possible in his wealth. That 
does not go in business. Religion and 
business, like ol] and water, do not 
mix. Business is not run upon the 
principle of the Golden Rule, but upon 


Mix Gospel With Business. 
My capitalistic friend, your state 
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than did he, When Mr. Childs, a 
young man, took hold of the Philadel 
phia Ledger, it was a financial failure. 

All employees of that concern were 
placed upon the lowest possible wages. 
The trusted men were deserting at ev- 
ery possible chance and finding other 
places. What did George W. Childs 
do? He gathered his new employees 
about him and practically sald; “Men, 
I cannot pay you much in- the begin- 
ning, but I promise you one thing—as 
I prosper you shall prosper. Further- 
more, when any of you become dis 
abled by advancing years from work 
I will pension you for life, so that you 
can live in ease and support your chil- 
dren. If you will be true to me, I will 
be true to you. We shall go up to 
gether or go down together. I WII 
consider the Ledger staff a big family, 
and as far as possible I shall find my 
tuture head men from those who are 
now working In the ranks.” 

Did the Golden Rule mean a failure 
in George W. Childs’ life? As soon as 
the new employees heard the ringing 
words of their chief they went to work 
with a will. The subscription list of 
the Philadelphia Ledger doubled and 
trebled and quadrupled. Why? Be- 
cause when George W. Childs pros- 
pered the employees knew that they 
would prosper also, Because of their 
own prosperity as well as of bis they 
worked as they never worked before. 
Those employees made ‘thousands of 
dollars for themselves. They made 
millions upon millions of dollars for 
Mr. Childs. The magnificent results 
from practicing the Golden Rule in 
the Philadelphia Ledger can be dupli- 
cated in every other big business cor- 
poration in any part of the world. 

But the trouble with most capitalists 
of the present day is that they refuse 
to do as Mr. Childs did. They shirk 
their individual responsibility. As your 
moneys are collected into a great trust 
or corporation and you only hold a few 
shares you say you are not responsi- 
ble for what the whole concern may 
do. You are like the members of an 
execution squad who have been de- 
tailed to shoot a spy caught within the 
military lines. You say no one individ- 
ual is responsible for the execution, be- 
cause twenty-five bullets instead of 
one strike the doomed man’s heart, but 
every capitalist who has his money in- 
vested in a corporation where starva- 
tion salaries are being paid to its em- 
ployees is responsible for the damage 
that his money helps to do. He is re- 
sponsible if child labor be engaged In 
his factory. He is responsible if men 
and women, on account of his indiffer- 
ence, go to their mental and physical 
and perbaps spiritual doom. He is his 
brother’s keeper in so far as that he is 
bound to see that the man whose toll 
adds to his wealth has fair wages. 

Cause of Social Upheaval. ` 

But the laboring classes as well as 
the capitalists have sinned and helped 
to cause the present social uphea val. 
The employee is not any more a saint 
than his employer. They both at times 
seem to be tarred with the same black 
stick. Yet the average laboring man 
pretends to think that all the cause 
for the present social upheaval is to 
be laid at the rich man's door and not 
at his own. In his own blind egotism 
he seems to be almost as contented 
with himself and his actions as was 
the old Quaker, grumbling against the 
peculiarities of the human race, when 
he sald to his wife, “All the world is 
queer except me and thee, Mary, and 
thou art a little queer.” 

Do the laboring classes always make 
their employer’s interest their own in- 
terest? Oh, no. There are thousands 
and hundreds of thousands of them 
who show little, if any, sense of moral 
responsibility. When engaging their 
services to a man, they do not for one 
instant stop to consider the money 
which that employer has Invested in 
his plant, They do not stop to think of 
the financial risk he is running, of the 
seven years of financial depression 
which may come to him when he may 
have to run hia works at a practical 
dead loss, as when the seven years of 
famine came to Joseph In the land of 
Egypt. They do not seem to realize 
that when they shirk their work they 
are stealing their employer's money, 
for time means money. 

The different labor associations, like 
the Bricklayers’ union, the Stone Cut- 
tera’, the Carpenters and Builders’, the 
Steam Fitters’, Gas Fitters’ and 
Plumbers’ unions, the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers, of Firemen, 
Brakemen and Conductors, all bave 
their beneficent mission. They ought 
to benefit capital as well as labor. 
They ought to be the means of putting 
through the different state legislatures 
laws to prevent the employment of 
children, to limit the hours of labor 
and to prevent flagrant Injustices 
against their members. But the work 
of the modern labor union does not 
stop there. It often goes to the capl- 
talist and tries to dictate what men he 
shall or shall not employ. It goes to 
the capitalists and says: “You must 
look upon every one of our members 
as an equal and pay all alike. You 
must pay just as much dally wages to 
the ordinary worker as to the skilled 
worker.” Or the labor unlon goes to 
the capitalist who ts paying satisfac- 
tory wages and whose employees are 
all contented and says: “Mr. So-and-so, 
wo have got to call your men off on a 
sympathetic strike. We cannot make 
your neighbors pay the union rate. 
Therefore we shall stop work until the 
pressure compels your neighbors to 

” 


“Well,” answers some walking dele 
gate, that la an exaggerated Mustra- 
tion, but uniform wages to all union 
workers and, when necessary, sympa- 
thetic strikes are absolutely Indispen- 
eable in their way, and we are only 
following the example of capitalists 
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have in each other. If the average 
business firm could not trust its cus- 
tomers or was in such condition that 
the wholesale business houses could 
not trust it, that average business 
house would be wrecked within thirty 
days. The amount of money which Is 
in circulation today is as nothing when 
compared to the billions upon billions 
of dollars’ worth of business done in 
America every year. I was once told 
by a keen, shrewd business man that 
at least 08 per cent of all business Is 
done upon trust—upon the promise to 
pay or to do. 

Now, if the capitalist cannot trust 
the laborer; if he feels that at any time 
a walking delegate might come Into bis 
establishment and command his men 
to cease work on account of some un- 
reasonable demand, what does he do? 
Why, he naturally and wisely solilo- 
quizes: “I cannot trust the labor mar- 
ket. If I should invest my money in 
a plant, my men may go out on a 
strike. Then I will be left high and 
dry with my property upon my hands, 
like a horse kept in the stable ‘eating 
his head off.’ I will not risk my $150,- 
000, I will buy government bonds or 
real estate first mortgages and take 
life easy.” What is the result? Why, 
this rich man builds no factory, as he 
would have done, and masons, carpen- 
ters, gas fitters and the plumbers lose 
the contracts they would have had up- 
on that bullding, and a great number 
of men and women who might have 
worked there go without steady em- 
ployment. Then the commercial trav- 
elers and the merchants who would 
have been able to sell goods of that 
factory cannot sell them because the 
goods are not made, and the people 
who might have worked in those fac 
tories have earned no money with 
which to buy. Such e are often a 
direct result of that capitalist refusing 
to bulld that one factory because of his 
distrust of labor. It is a wrong dis- 
trust and arises from blunders and 
lack of sympathy on both sides. All 
these evils accrue from the fact that 
neither the capitalist nor the laboring 
man will practice the Golden Rule and 
love his neighbor as himself. 

The Dove of Peace. 

As a student of social economics I 
have carefully studied the prevailing 
conditions in Chicago during the years 
in which I have lived in the Queen 
City of the West. During the last five 
years scores of manufacturers have 
left our city and have transplanted 
thelr factories into the little towns far 
away from the labor centers because 
they could not trust the laboring 
classes. 

Thus the white winged dove of peace 
today brings a practical gospel mes- 
sage to the capitalist and the laborer 
alike. She brings the same kind of 
practical help as the falcon of chivalric 
times did to his muster. This knight, 
being very thirsty, would have drunk 
from a polsoned well. Again and again 
when his master lifted the cup filled 
with the deadly water to his lips the 
powerful wing of the falcon smote it 
out of his hand. At last the soldier 
examined the brook and found it filled 
with the waters of death. So the white 
wing of the gospel dove of peace would 
knock the chalice of selfish sin from 
the white hand of the capitalist as well 
as from the horny hand of toil. 

Rich men, are you ready to have the 
words of my text translated and 
brought home to your barts? Are you 
ready to cense lifting up the golden 
chalice of selfish sin? Are you ready 
to be changed so that your lives may 
become a blessing, like those of Peter 
Cooper and William E. Dodge and 
Baron Hirsch and Montefiore? If you 
are, then you will look upon your mon- 
ey as a gift from God for the helping 
of mankind. One of our presidents 
defined public office as a public trust. 
Your possessions yoy should regard as 
a sacred trust, held not for your own 
gratification or indulgence, but for the 
glory of God and the benefit of hu- 
manity. If you are ready for the les- 
sons of the text, then you are ready to 
say: “Here ls my money which God 
has given to me. By this money I can 
give many men employment and pay 
them sufficient wages whereby they 
can build comfortable homes. I can 
surround them with books and instru- 
ments of music. I can make it possi- 
ble for them, with the advantages I 
shall give them, to develop their boys 
and girls into good men and good wom- 
en.“ Capitalists, are you ready to do 
that? Workers, are you ready to feel 
that you can never be true to your em- 
ployers and give to them the best serv- 
ice unless you do all in your power to 
dovelop your physical, mental and spir 
{tual lives? Are you ready to say, "I 
will work and be true to my earthly 
employer because I am ready to work 
and be true to my Heavenly King?” If 
you are both equally ready to surren- 
der your lives to the influence of the 
Golden Rule, then the words of my 
text will have accomplished thelr mis- 
sion upon earth. Then the dark, wide, 
yawning, fathomless gulf between the 
employers and employees shall be 
bridged over by the straight beam of 
the cross. Then this land shall see ita 
greatest era of temporal and spiritual

That Maat De Observed 
ý Ship Cuptnins. 

In the Says before cannon and in- 
heca until comparatively recent times 
vessel made its salutation by lower- 
ite Hag. This is the oldest and 
honorable greeting which a ship 
can giye; and it ranks before the boom- 
ing of guns, however many. This sn- 
te hide always been demanded by 
lish seamen, and its exaction has 
burned the hearts and the powder of 
generations of naval commanders, For 
a foreign ship, whether merchant or 
martial, to enter an English port with- 
out veiling topsails or lowering its na- 
tional fag was to court the chances of 
war, though the profoundest peace ex- 
isted. Without warning or argument 
the shore defenses or a man-of-war 
sent a round shot across the bows or 
between the masts of the insolent in- 
truder, and if the offending flag came 
not down instanter the foreigner was 
brought to her senses by being raked 
through and through. Such was the 
reception accorded by John Hawkins 
to the Spanish admiral who in time of 
peace sailed into Plymouth sound with- 
out velling his topsails or striking his 
flag. The Dutch vehemently resisted 
the Britiah demand, and 4 was not un- 
til 1073 that they finally agreed to 
strike the English colors in home wa- 
ters, The same honor was formally 
assented to by France in 1704, although 

it had been long exacted by Britain. 
Until modern times it was regarded 
as a high misdemeanor for a merchant 
vessel to pass one of his majesty's 
ships without dipping her ensign, and 
the consequence was that a shot acroas 
her bows compelled her to heave to 
while her captain's name was taken, 
the admiralty instituting a prosecution 
against ‘him for bis negligence. The 
trading ship dips her ensign and waits 
for the man-of-war’s dip m return 
Then she dips again, and after that 18 


| Strict etiquette she ought to dip a third 


time, but this is seldom done now. 
maritime supremacy of Britain is still 
enforced by the refusal of any British 
war vessel to dip its flag to any for- 
eign ship until the latter has frst low- 
ered its colors, and this acknowledg- 
ment of precedence Is required not only 
in home waters, but in all seas. 

But naval salutes are now essential 
matters of etiquette and are exchanged 
under gn elaborate code arranged be 
tween foreign powers and the admiral 
ty in 1876. The number of guns to be 
fired under all conceivable circum. 
stances is minutely stipulated. Second 
to the salute of twenty-one guns in 
honor of royal personages and national 
flags are nineteen rounds given to em- 
bassadors. Colonial governors, for- 
eign possessions and fortresses receive 
seventeen guns and envoys extraordi 
nary and ministers plenipotentiary fif- 
teen. Two guns lees are fired for Hew 
tenant governors. Charge d'affaires aro 
treated to eleven, consuls general to 
nine and æ mere consul to seven. The 
salute for admirals of the fleet is sey» 
enteen guns and for admirals simplic 
iter fifteen. Vico admirals are greeted 
with thirteen and rear admirals with 
two leas, while nine guns are fired for 
commodores, captains and lower ofii- 
cers being classed as not worth the 
burning of powder. London Standard. 


A Two Country Postofice,

Chicago, Sept. 21. Sympathy and 
pound advice are given to worried, 
harassed inen and women in this ser- 
mon by Rev. Frank De Witt Talmage, 
on the text Ecclesiastes xii, 5, “The 
grasshopper shall be a burden.” 

A unique text, capable of many dif- 
ferent interpretidtions, Some suppose 
the Solomonic “burden” of the grass- 
hopper, or, more strictly speaking, of 
the eastern locustyerefers to the nag- 
ging pains of the chronic dyspeptic. 
The locusts, properly cooked, were edi- 
ble. They constituted one of the most 
delicate of foods. They were often 
served to invalids and to those whose 
weak stomachs were unable to assimi- 
late any other kind of diet. Thus 
some commentators assert that the fig- 
ure of the text is that of an old man 
contorted with pain because bis diges- 
tive organs have given out. The din- 
ner of locusts which he has eaten in- 
stead of being transformed into blood 
and bone and nerve and muscle is 
lying like a lump of lead within him, 
Others assert that the text is the figure 
of an aged man whose emaciated body, 
with its shriveled limbs and curved 
backbone, has taken upon itself the 
form of a lean grasshopper. Thus 
Tithonus in his old age was supposed 
to have been changed into this chirp- 
ing insect because the Greek gods who 
had promised him immortality upon 
earth bad refused to endow him with 
et yout 

ut, thoug ny interpretations are 
offered to explain the meaning of my 
text, there is one simple interpretation 
which, I believe, will appeal to the 
common sense of all. Solomon used 
the figure of the chirping grasshopper 
to illustrate the fact that if we do 
not have the grace of God in our hearts 
there will come a time when the little 
annoyances of life will tease and tanta- 
lize and trouble us, even as the buasing 
of ap insect can destroy the slumbers 

of a sleeping invalid or as the slam- 
ming of a door makes a nervously pros- 
trated patient start up in fright and 
bedews his cold forehead with clammy 
sweat. The wisest of all men seems to 
gay to you and me, “The religion of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is just as essential 
for the little troubles as for the big, 
for the insectile trials as for the moun- 
talnous afflictions.” The purpose of 
this sermon ig to discuss some of the 
little annoyances of life and to state 
bow, by the grace of God, we may 
combat them. I waht to present this 
theme to those whose Dhysical and 
mental frames have been prematurely 
weakened by the strenuous, hardwork- 
ing lives they have been compelled to 
lead as well as to those whose once 
strong bodies are bordering upon nery- 
ous collapse on account of the natural 
approach of old age 
Petty Annoyances. 

The kitchen and bedroom and murs- 
ory and parlor of the average heme re- 
veal many of the sa en ed petty an- 
noyances which cam render morbid and 
unhappy the minds and the hearts of 
the inmates, espeeinity ot the wives 


i| and motbers It is the annoyance of 


trying to, build a fire early in the morn- 
ing, when, the damper will not work, 
that exemplifies how the grasshopper 
may become a burden, It is the trou- 
ble of getting the children off to schoal 
at the night time, when the tired moth- 
er finds that her boy bas worn a hole 
in ono ef his stockings and there is 
nat another clean pair to put on. It is 
|th® annayance of hunting up a pair of 
lacissors which your little gir! lost when 
she took them to make doll's dresses, 
It is. the annoyance of having the 
butcher and the groceryman fall to 
bring home the vegetables and the 
mesta in time to be cooked for dinner, 
And then there is the annoyance te the 
wife of having ber busband complain 
because his meals are not served on 
time. Itis the nagging Aonegarce that 
comes every little while te all good 
tapers of having a lot of people 
drop in for dinner at the Inst moment 
when you are not expecting them and 
when you have nothing suitable in the 
jlarder to cook for them. It is the 
same kind of annoyance that Martha, 
in, the little village of Bethany, experi- 
when ber brother Lazarus 
brought Christ and some of the disci- 
plea to the bome. Or it is the annoy- 
ance of having company call when the 
children have been playing hide and 
seek In the parlor and ha ve turned the 
furniture upside down as though a cy- 
clone had struck it, or the amnoyance 
of being seen on the stairs by some 
particular friend when your hair is 
unkempt and your dress is disordered 
from working in the storeroom ar from 
packing or from putting up ace cur 
tains or from canning peaches or mak- 
ing currant jellies for the next winter's 
supply. 

The housekeeper’s little anu oyances 
would not amount to much if there 
were only a few of them and if these 
annoyances came but seldem. But the 
trouble With the burden ef the ‘grase- 
hoppers is that this insect always trav- 
els in multitudes, They advance by 
swarms, by ‘hundreds, by thousands, 
by millions. They travel tm such great 
numbers thnt they make the buge 
Monstera in the African forests turn 
hod flee in wild terror for their lives. 


Wives and mothers and sisters, what 
you need today ts the advice Solomon 
gave to the young men of his time. 
You need the grace of God in your 
hearts to be able to overcome the bur-

It is sufficient to 
help & woman to bear the polnful 
stitches Ín her side as well ae to help 
her in ber domestic duties, lẹ is sut 
ficient evon to enable her to hear the 
nagging and tantalizing and continu- 
ous burden of a great swarm of buzs- 
ing locusts. 

Divine Re-enforcement, 

If it ts important for wives and 
mothers to bave the grace of God in 
erder toevercome the infinitesimal bur- 
dens of the multitudinous it is 
also important for husbands ‘and fa- 
thers and brothers to have the same 
kind of divine re-enforcement to meet 
the burdensome insectile annoyances 
that affilet them in turn. It ig not the 
Grought# and the freshets and the 
mortgage upon the land that wear out 
the patience of the farmer, It is tho 
annoyance of the neighbors borrowing 
his toole and not returning them. It is 
the annoyance of the farm hand 
drunk in the midst of the harvest. It 
is the stupidity of the same farm hand 
in giv the best horse cold water to 
drink when overheated, so that the an- 
imal beeomes foundered. 


city merchant used to plead at the 
throne of 
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fect of an honest critic’s attacks should 
be to make us fly higher and still high- 
er into the spiritual lfe—to fly higher 
and higher until we come closer and 
closer to God. It was the attacks and 
aneers and derisiveremarks hurled at the 
young statesman that nerved Benjamin 
Disraeli to become the great leader of 
the house of commons and the favorite 
prime minister of his queen. It was 
the harsh criticism of an English naval 
officer that made Admiral Farragut 
firmly set his teeth and lips together 
and redouble his energy when he drove 
his wooden ship past the supposed im- 
passable batteries gf New Orleans, and 
it is the deserved criticisms of our ene- 
mies that ought to make us more con- 
secrated to our life's work and more 
willing to make sacrifices to accom- 
plish our object. 

But there is a Christian as weil as an 
un-Christian way of meeting the criti- 
clams of rivals and of those who are 
Jealous of our successes. One way ls 
to do as Plato, the great disciple of 
Socrates, did when he was told that 
even the boys in the streets were laugb- 
ing at his singing. He answered, 
“Then I must learn to sing better, sọ 
that they will not laugh.” ‘Tho otber 
way is to do as Alexander Pope, the 
vain and supersensitive poet of Eng- 
land, used to do Instead of going 
ahead and doing the work that God 
gave him to do, and on account of his 
enemies’ criticisms doing it better and 
better all the time, he wasted most of 
hia life in bickerings and backbiting 
and in trying to destroy the reputations 
of those who were attacking him. The 
one way is to do as D. L. Moody did. 
He made it the ruje of his Ute to never 
individually attack a person who had 
attacked him. The more Mr. Moody 
Was personally assailed and m 
sented the more he would go to God in 
prayer and ask the Divine Father to 
make his life so pure and true that 
there might not remain in his heart 
any cause for the charge which his en- 
emies were making. The other way is 
to do as many of us are doing. When 
a neighbor or a critic makes any derog- 
atory statement about us and our 
work, we prove that we are not falsely 
condemned in all partienlars, that at 
least wè have the fault of retaliation, 
because we go hunting for the faults 
in our nelghbor’s lives instead of try- 
ing, with divine help, to correct the 
evils in our own. 

Rise by the Grace of God. 

Thug, my brother, I want you, by the 
grace of God, to rise higher and higher 
in the spiritual life until at last you are 
at an altitude above and out of earshot 
of the buzzing sound of the locusts of 
fault Anding enemies. I want you to 
rise so high in the spiritual life that 
you will not care what people may say 
or think about you or yours as long as 
you cun bring these people to love and 
live for Obrist. Humanly speaking, it 
is awfully hard to bear the petty an- 


naggings which are buzzing about you 
and your loved ones. But by the grace 
of God you can live down these 
annoyances, You can go on dol 

work, even as went on 

work, in spite of Jeers 

scoffs which tiie Pharisees ut 
againat him and his disciples. 

If you are absorbed in your Divine 
Master’s work, you will receive sufi- 
clent grace to make you ferent to 
the little annoyances caused by what 
people may say against you. You will 
be like that gateman whom Major Cole 
some years ago saw in a Chicago do- 
pot. It was during a bitterly cold 
night. Many male passengers were 
grumbling and complaining because 
this gateman made every one of 
men unbutton his coat and show 
ticket before he could go td bis 
“My friend,” sald Major Cole, “you do 
not seem very popular with the passen- 
gers of this road.” “No,” answered the 
gateman with a smile, “but that does 
not concern me. 80 long as I obey or- 
ders I am all right. There le only one 
man whose good opinion affects me, 
and that la the president of tho road. 
Bo long as be la satiafied I do not care 
what these people say.” In order to 
overcome the locust burden of what 
fault fipders may say against you, ro-

realization first came upan him that 
he was going down the hillside of lite 
and very soon would not be as phys- 
ically strong or as mentally alert as 
formerly.

small chores around the old homestead. 
It is hard to know that upon the trem- 
bling shoulders of old age even the 
weight of a small grasshopper’s body 
can become a burden, a heavy, crush- 
ing burden, 
The Great Burden Bearer. 

Yet, my friends, amid decaying 
faculties of old age the face of the 
Lord Jesus Christ is sufficient to over- 
dome the burden of the buzzing locusts. 
What was the my of the aged 
Thomas Guthrie, the great Christian 
warrior of old Scotland? Standing be- 
fore a large assemblage of little chil- 
dren, he said: “Don't call me an old 
man, as some people do. Why, I am as 
young and happy as any child sitting 
before me today. My limbs may not 
be as strong as they once were. One 
of my feet may be In the grave, but 
the other foot is planted upon the earth 
so firmly that its leg has sunken knee 
deep in the clover tops. My hearing 
muy not be as accurate as It once was, 
but my ears are continually hearing 
the sounds of sweetest music. My eye 
may not be as keen to read a book, but 
my eyesight ts continually becoming 
more inspired to see the beauties of 
earth as well as the beauties of heaven. 
I ám not an old man. As I approach 
my second childhood I haye begun to 
live a life of eterna) happiness and of 
never ending joys.” Study the faces, 
the beautiful happy facea, of the aged 
Christian men and women about, and 
you will learn as never before that the 
grace of the Lord Jesus Christ is suf- 
clent, even amid the decaying physical 
and mental faculties, to lift the burden 
of the buzzing locust.
